Make Use of Sling

It was no dice. The cx-GI w a n t - j 


ed too much douah for his flossy

"I don't see why," was my reply. 


And I honestly didn't. The great 
majority of fine shotguns built try 
German, Belgian, and French gun- 
makers — put together for cus- 
tomers in their own countries — 
are equipped with neat sling swiv- 
els for just one reason: to make 
even those lightweights easier to 
carry. 


I don't know that foreign rabbit 


hunters arc any lazier than the U. 
S. brand of rabbit hunter — just 
more conserving of their energies, 
I guess. But certainly there arej 
times, particularly when hunting | 
game-light fields behind a pointing' 
dog, 
when slinging a smoothbore 


would make the U. S. shotgunner 
a lot less weary at day's end. 


There isn't much argument about 


the usefulness of a sling on a rifle. 
It's an aid to carrying and a great 
aid to holdlnu; and the only rifles 
on my rack that aren't readied wilh 
sling swivels are 
special-purpose 


target muskets never meant lo be 
carried very far. 


Actually, there are two kinds o t j 


slings, the military-style sling, eith-| 
or one or 2-piece, and the one-strip 
carrying strap. Presumably, the 
latter is useful only for rifle-toting, 
but if adjusted lo the right length 
and flipped once around the upper 
righl arm as a handi-sling, it helps 
steady a sitting shot on game. 


Many confirmed deer hunters con 


demn any kind of strap as a twig- 
ea'tching nuisance that tends to 
slow up a hunter when his busk 
jumps. I suspect most of. these arc 
themselves bush busters who get 
only running shots 90 per cent of 
the time, and I'm sure they've nev- 
er practiced the art of. getting a 
slung rifle into action fast. But 
fast. 


To do this, carry a short-barreled 


deer rifle on thn left shoulder, muz- 
zle down rather than up, so that 
your left band hanging naturally 
grips the fore-end just about where 
it'll be when you shoot. From this 
position, if when your chance at the 
buck comes you'll swing the gun 
up with your left hand, giving it a 
half twist counter-clockwise as you 
do so to bring the. sights upper- 
most, the sling strap will slide off. 


j your shoulder. 


Meanwhile your trigger hand has 


grabbed the grip of the gun and 
finished the swing of the butt plate 
up to your right shoulder. 


With practice, this compound mo 


tion becomes almost as fast as 
slapping a handgun out of a hol- 
ster. You get the rifle up even 
quicker than you would carrying it 
over one crooked 
elbow. And if 


you want to use the strap as a 
steadier, it's possibse to learn to 


catch U over your left tricep mus- 
cle as part of the smooth gun- 
mountinK swiiiK. Try 
it a dozen 


times and see.
